family living at 2329 Plum street, were conducted Saturday morn- 
ing by Rev. J. E. Dibert, of the Wesley Hall Mission. A small group

of "the unfortunate child's friends and playmates and others attend- 
ed and stood with tear-stained cheeks while the minister delivered 
t, beautiful little tribute to the life of the child. 


After the services, the white casket was carried to a closed cab, 


snd placed on a seat. The mother and 
some 
of her relatives 


climbed in and the cab was driven to the Grenlawn, where the 
coffin was lowered into a grave which was covered with a soft 
mantle of snow. 


Mary Adeline and her grandmother, Jane Eskel, were run 


over hy a B. & 0. S. W. train last Wednesday morning, near Broad- 
way and Tenth streets. According to the grandmother's story, 
they had been out begging bread and had stopped near a freight car 
at Broadway to rest. The grandmother sat down on one rail and 
the child took a seat opposite. While the grandmother was fum- 
bling in her pocket, searching for her clay pipe, the child was hap- 
pily chewing a piece of stale bread. 


A switch engine crashed into the car and caught the unfor- 


tunate victims. Their legs were crushed and mangled so badly that 
amputation was necessary. The child did not withstand the shock 
of the accident but the grandmother, despite her advanced age, ral- 
lied after the operation and from present indications will live. 


TEAKS FOR LIVING MORE THAN FOR THE DEAD 


Conditions at the Craig home are such that it seems the inno- 


cent children of the household have a mighty poor chance in life. 
One son is feeble-minded, an idiot; little Georgia was badly burned 
last year and had a narrow escape from death; Mary Adeline, one 
of the brightest of the flock, is a corpse, the result of carelessness 
on the part of those who should have shielded her. The father is a 
police character, unworthy of the responsibilities of fatherhood, 
and the mother, however, good her intentions, with no opportunity 
to carry them into effect. 


An earnest effort was made to have the children taken away 


from the Craigfs last year and to place them 
in the 
Children's 


Home, but it failed, partly because of promises on the part of the 
father. 


Two girls, and two boys, who are "normal, one boy in its moth- 


er's arms, are still left to the family, and face the future with inno- 
cent trust, unmindful of the ghastly shadows cast by past events. 
The tears of many who viewed the remains of the little victim and 
knev; the story of the family,,fell more for those living children 
than for the dead.

HER STORY IS SHOET AND FILLED WITH SORROW 


The mother, who is a comely 


woman, sorrowfully watched the 
ghastly antics of the imbecile son, 
as she rocked the youngest of her 
family.
